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Residents Ask Pointed Questions 
At GHI Historic District Forum

Strong interest was evident in 
the faces and in the speech of 
most of the approximately 100 
persons gathered at the American 
Legion on April 17, a Saturday 
afternoon, for a forum on pos- 
sible Historic District designation 
for Old Greenbelt. The forum, 
presented by GHI, featured 
Howard Berger and Gayle 
Rothrock of the Historic Preser- 
vation Section of the Maryland 
National-Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission, GHI Ad Hoc 
Committee member Ed Griffin 
and GHI forum consultants Su- 
san Braselton and Bob Neuman. 
Jane Egan, a member of the 
County’s Historic Preservation 
Commission, attended and spoke 
briefly about the Commission’s 
desire to work cooperatively with 
GHI residents. 

At the beginning and end of 
the forum, short periods were set 
aside for informal discussion and 
questions. Handouts and exten- 
sive wall exhibits explained the 
guidelines for home improvement 
that would supersede GHI’s 
Member Handbook if residents 
vote to go forward. Members 
Should have received ballots in 
the mail this week. 

GHI resident Ed Griffin de- 


scribed the three years of day

and night work put in by the 
GHI Ad Hoc study committee on 
which he served that preceded 
the committee’s unanimous rec- 
ommendation for GHI members 
and the City of Greenbelt to pro- 
ceed with requesting the Historic 
District designation. He said 
about 75% of those returning a 
1995 survey mailed by the com- 
mittee to GHI members “liked 
the [Historic District] idea.” 
Griffin also described why he 
had purchased his home and why 
he had decided to stay. Men- 
tioning the possibility of in- 
creased property values, he said 
that Historic District status could 
“indicate some stability in the 
community.” 

Howard Berger said the Park 
and Planning Commission's ap- 
proach in its joint work with the 
Ad Hoc committee had been to 
try to provide useful technical 
information. | 

Tax Credits 

Consultant Susan Braselton 
described how GHI and its mem- 
bers would be eligible for 10% 
tax credits if Old Greenbelt be- 
comes a Historic District. Ac- 


cérding to a handout, tax credits 


might be retroactive for up to 
five years, but final determination 
on the matter has not been made. 
She explained how approval of 


the Historic Preservation Com- 
mission would add another layer 
of approval required for some 
home rehabilitation work. Then 
Jane Egan spoke up to reassure 
the audience that the commission 
wants to work with GHI resi- 
dents, not frustrate them. 

Susan Braselton reiterated that 
additions and alterations now in 
place on GHI homes would be 
“grandfathered” in. She ex- 
plained, however, that if GHI at- 
tains Historic District status, resi- 
dents replacing windows would 
need to replace them with win- 
dows more nearly resembling the 
original casement windows than 
those now in most GHI homes. 
When a resident inquired about 
what the situation would be if the 
Commission decided on an ex- 
pensive kind of replacement win- 
dow, Susan Braselton responded 


that members would have to pay’ 


for this kind of rising cost. 
Questions 

Attendees had an opportunity 
to ask questions at microphones 
placed on both sides of the large 
room. Several people sought 
clarification on the matter of 
fences and other issues covered 
in proposed guidelines. One resi- 
dent voiced strong objection to 
having any restrictions placed on

What is Y2K? 

Briefly, most computers use a 
two digit code for the year. For 
example, 99 for 1999. When the 
year changes to 2000, these com- 
puters will see only the last two 
zeros. Computers may interpret 
that as the year 1900, or they 
may operate in an unpredictable 


manner, or they may fail to oper- 
ate at all.

Small computer chips have 
also been embedded in everything 
from coffee pots and toasters to 
automobiles and industrial ma- 
chinery of all kinds. These may 
be affected as well.

National League of Cities

Question: When does a re- 
quest from a small Maryland city 
take on a possible nationwide di- 
mension? Answer: When that re- 
quest is adopted by the National 
League of Cities. 

And indeed near the end of 
1998, a proposal from Greenbelt 
did become NLC policy when it 
was added to the national 
organization’s list of guidelines 
concerning the Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act (FOTIA). (FOIA man- 
dates open access upon request 
to information contained in non- 
classified documents in federal 
agency files.) 

NLC’s response has been an 
unexpected, and pleasant, spin-off 
to the city’s long-standing and 
cantankerous relationship with 
the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. That period of disagree- 
ment began in the summer of 
1995 over USDA’s decision to 
build an administrative office 
complex off Sunnyside Ave. on 
the Beltsville Agricultural Re- 
search Center (BARC) property. 
Believing that USDA was acting 
secretly in ways that circum- 
vented federal environmental 
mandates, the city at that time 
placed a Freedom of Informa- 
tion request with the agency for

its history of plans, both formal 
and informal, including notes, in- 
ternal memoranda, and phone 
logs, to the projected complex. 

However, when the city re- 
ceived a response from USDA, it 
was stunned to learn that the re- 
quest would be honored for the 
fee of $12,310.80. According to 
a USDA spokesperson, “This cost 
reflects 120 hours for 
three...Senior Engineers...at a 
rate of $32.79 an hour and 40 
hours for a GS-6 Office Manager 
at a rate of $12.66.” This 
amount—which the city was un- 
prepared to pay—was seen by 
city councilmembers as a second 
kind of circumvention on the part 
of USDA. 

This was the history underly- 
ing Greenbelt’s 1998 policy pro- 
posal to NLC. “Greenbelt be- 
lieves [the cost submitted by 
USDA] violates the spirit of 
FOIA,” the city’s request argued. 


“If research is the issue, perhaps 


municipal staff could be given 
access to the records and perform 

the research themselves.” 
Apparently persuaded by this 
argument, NLC in December 
adopted among its guidelines that 
when a city requests “directly rel- 
evant” information, a federal

At Theater’s New Filmfest

That silken voice — those 
hooded eyes, half sinister, half 
seductive — that sardonic intel- 
ligence ... who could it be but 
Orson Welles? Two films by 
the prodigiously gifted actor-di- 
rector, regarded fifty years ago 
as Hollywood's boy genius, will 
be shown this week at the old 
Greenbelt Theatre in Roosevelt 
Center, beginning April 23. 

Theater owner Paul Sanchez 
and the Friends of the 
Greenbelt Theater have made a 
fine choice in their ongoing 
Campaign to save the historic 
theater while reviving some of 
the classics of American movie- 
making. 

“Citizen Kane” 

Orson Welles burst on the 
scene with this film in 194], 
when he was all of 25 years 
old. Ever since, it has consis- 
tently made every list of the 
greatest American movies, often 
as Number One. 

A fascinating tale of a Will- 
iam Randolph Hearst-like 
publisher’s rise to power, “Citi- 
zen Kane” stars Welles, Joseph 
Cotten, Everett Sloane, Agnes 
Moorehead, George Conlouris, 
and Ruth Warrick. The cinema- 
tography (by Gregg Toland), 
music score (by Bernard 
Herrmann), and Oscar-winning 
screenplay (by Welles and 
Herman J. Mankiewicz) are all 
first-rate. This is a stunning

GHI Will Determine 


GHI is the biggest property 
owner in the proposed Historic 
District. Therefore, we alone 
will determine whether it moves 
forward or ends. City Council 
has made it clear that a “no” 
vote in the current GHI referen- 
dum will stop the proposal. 

On the other hand, a “yes” 
vote will lead to further consid- 
eration of the matter by City 
Council and a fuller opportunity 
for the public to explore its im- 
pacts. Then, if the council de- 
cides to go forward, the county’s 
Historic Preservation Commis- 
sion would convene another pub- 
lic hearing. before deciding 
whether to grant this designation 
to Greenbelt.

Voting “yes”. moves 
this process forward so that 
we'll have a chance to see how 
it would benefit the future health 
and stability of all of Old 
Greenbelt — not just GHI.

agency response “must occur in 
ways that foster open intergov- 
ernmental communication and 
must not use fees charged for the 
cost of information production as 
a practical deterrent to such com- 
munication.” 

After learning of NLC’s posi- 
tive endorsement of the city’s 
proposal, Mayor Judith Davis 
shared the news with Maryland 
Senators Barbara Mikulski and 
Paul Sarbanes and with Congress- 
man Steny Hoyer: “To our sur- 
prise and pleasure,” she wrote to 
the three members of Congress, 
the NLC “endorsed our pro- 
posal.... To the best of our 
knowledge, this is the first time 
such a proposal has come for- 
ward from a Maryland municipal 
government and been endorsed.”

Special Registration 
Held for Kindergarten 


The Prince George’s County 
Public School System is holding 
a special kindergarten registration 
from April 26-30, for Prince 
George’s County children who 
will be entering public school in 
the upcoming 1999-2000 school 
year. Parents/guardians are en- 
couraged to register their child 
during these dates to assist the 
school system in planning for the 
new school year. 

State law mandates that all 
children who will be five years 
old on or before December 31, 
1999, attend kindergarten before 
entering first grade. To register, a 
parent or court-appointed guard- 
lan must accompany the child 


and bring a birth certificate to “™ : a

present legal verification of age. 
Proof of Prince George’s County 
residency is also required for ad- 
mission to the County’s public 
school system. Parents/guardians, 
who are new residents of the 
County or who are registering a 
student for the first time, must 
complete the Affidavit of Disclo- 
sure (PAI5), as required by State 
law, to establish proof of legal 
residency. Persons who have 
questions on where to register 
their child should contact the De- 
partment of Pupil Accounting and 
School Boundaries at 301-952- 
6300. 

The Maryland State Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental Hy- 
giene also requires proof that 
children have received certain im- 
munizations before they can be 
admitted into kindergarten. Re- 
quired immunizations are as fol- 
lows: four DPT shots, three Polio 
shots, two MMR’s (two Measles 
and one Mump/Rubella shot). 

In addition, State law requires 
that each child have a physical 
examination for admittance into 
the Maryland Public School Sys- 
tem. The examination must be 
completed within nine months 
prior to entrance or six months 
after entrance into the school sys- 
tem.

Ludwig’s “Lend Me a Tenor” 
Sex Farce at Arts Center

Gawks and giggles greeted 
the talented cast of the 
Greenbelt Arts Center on Satur- 
day, April 17, during their per- 
formance of the sex-farce 
“Lend Me a Tenor,” written by 
Washington, D.C., attorney Ken 
Ludwig. In 1986, Andrew 
Lloyd Webber’s Really Useful 
Company first produced the 
play in London. It also ap- 
peared on Broadway three years 
later and won two Tony 
Awards, four Drama Desk 
Awards, and three Outer Critics 
Circle Awards. 

The content of this award- 
winning play was reminiscent 
of the Arts Center’s “Let’s Play 
Spoons” last summer. Profanity 
abounded, including the highly 
offensive use of the Lord’s 
name in vain. The plot of the 
story seemed secondary to the 
prevalent sexual theme. One 
young lady stripped down to 
her unmentionables while an- 
other woman wore less than 
that, so it should not have been 
surprising that the near-sex 
scenes were steamy. Although 
children were present the sub- 
ject matter was not suitable for 
them. 

This action all took place in 
a hotel suite in Cleveland dur- 
ing the 1930s.

having any restrictions placed on 
alterations to his home. 

Several residents brought up 
road-widening and asked for 
clarification on what jurisdiction 
would have final authority over 
roads and their widening. Gayle 
Rothrock responded that “road 
projects are dictated by the Mas- 
ter Plan.” She said she felt His- 
toric District status would give 
residents more ability politically 
to affect policy with respect to 
roads and other projects which 
might be proposed by the County 
or State. 

The matter of possible tax 
credit savings vis-a-vis GHI ad- 
ministrative costs was brought up 
by another resident. Susan 
Braselton responded that there 
could be a “break-even financial 
situation,” a situation where tax 
savings might be offset by in- 
creased administrative costs. 
However, at this time no one 
knows, it was pointed out. 
Howard Berger stated that 
“There's going to be a learning 
curve, because we have never ad- 
ministered something of this 
magnitude before.” 

Community Pride 

Several residents felt that ob- 
taining Historic District status 
should not be based solely on the 
possibility of financial gain. 
Rather, they felt, the designation 
should be sought as an expres- 
sion of community pride and 
sense of place, a sense of stabil- 
ity, sense of history, and preser- 
vation of “something of the 
workingman’s life.” | 

The matter of roads, specifi- 
cally a proposed extension of 
Ridge Road, came up again. 
City councilmember Rodney 
Roberts, a membér of the audi- 
ence,. stated that, “the City has 
jurisdiction and will not approve 
extending Ridge Road even 
though it’s on the Master Plan.” 

A resident asked if the guide- 
lines could be, changed in the fu- 
ture, and Howard Berger replied, 
“Yes — we anticipate that that 
will need to be done.” 

After all questions had been 
answered, residents were encour- 
aged to make comments at the 
microphones. A majority of 
those commenting spoke strongly 
in favor of Historic District des- 
ignation.

The Greenbelt city staff pre- 
sented its list of proposed con- 
struction projects and big pur- 
chases for Fiscal Year 2000 (FY 
2000) at a budget worksession on 
Thursday, April 1 in the munici- 
pal building. City 
councilmembers made almost no 
comments and Mayor Judith 
Davis said the projects would be 
discussed in detail at a later 


' worksession. The lists were the 


staff’s attempt to prioritize 


projects according to what could - 


be afforded and done in this up- 
coming fiscal year, in the longer 
term (see box) or dropped from 
consideration altogether. 

The revenue for the proposed 
projects in FY2000 is projected 


to be $420,100 from state and . 


county grants and $679,400 trans- 
ferred from the General Fund of 
the city’s budget. (This is up 
from last year’s $569,600.) The 
total revenue proposed for 
FY 2000 is $1,099,500. 

The biggest ticket item is 
$400,000 for work on the win- 


dows in the Community Center.. 


A state grant of $325,000 will 
cover most of this.

The good news is the “Buddy” 
Attick Lake Park will now get.a 
restroom/concession stand. facility

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and $160,000 is proposed for 
this purpose. Water quality im- 
provements will be done to the 
lake itself. Of the $126,700 for

New lights on ballfields will 
cost $120,000. The dog park 
will be expanded ($15,000). 
Monies will be set aside for trails 
in Greenbrook ($10,000) and a 
memorial garden ($10,000).

Several streets are being con- 
sidered for resurfacing and 
$150,000 is suggested for the 
work.

The county 
has also appropriated another $12 
million to upgrade computer sys- 
tems, computer chips, and to pro- 
vide support for government and 
other agencies. 

Scott believes that, while Y2K 
may be a pot€ntially serious prob- 
lem, the county is taking all the 
necessary steps to deal with poten- 
tial problems.

Smith says there are 30 billion 
chips embedded in equipment of 
all sorts. Estimates of failures in 
these chips range from one to six 
percent. Areas possibly affected 
include railroads, power, and tele- 
communications. All 30 billion 
chips will have to be replaced to 
insure trouble-free operation. 

Smith said that there will prob- 
ably be problents”“all year long.

Since 2000 is a leap year, Febru- 
ary 29 is one possible problem 
date, and there are others, such as 
the start of the fiscal year. 

Smith said that it is impossible 
to gauge how severe the problem 
will be. The situation is changing 
daily, as agencies and businesses 
scramble to make repairs and avert 
any problems. But progress in 
many cases has not been verified. 
The government is fixing only 
6,400 critical systems. There were 
9,000 on the original list. 

At the moment, in the U.S., the 
banking industry is 68% compli- 
ant, power 67%, Maryland govern- 
ment 70%, government in general 
about 56%, and the FAA 65%. 

Jay Creech, who is chair of the

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Three Systems 

There are three key computer 
systems in the city: Police, Fi- 
nance, and Recreation. 

The Police Department has a 
new communications and record 
keeping system. It is currently 
undergoing tests to insure Y2K 
compatibility. 

Finance has a new computer 
system which will be operational 
July 1. It is also being tested. 

The Recreation Department 
computer is undergoing a major 
upgrade, and the system is being 
tested. Embedded chips are being 
inspected and replaced. There is 
also a new phone system. 

Ferguson said that generators, 
elevators and other equipment are 
all being tested. 

The city has established contin- 
gency plans and is coordinating 
with other agencies. 

Public Utilities 

Many people have asked about 
public utilities. Ferguson offered 
assurances that many people are 
working hard to make sure that the 
public utilities operate reliably. He 
reported that PEPCO, for example, 
is working with national and re- 
gional electric companies and other 
agencies to share information and 
solve the problems. This summer, 
PEPCO will hold joint computer 
tests with the phone company and 
Washington Gas. 

Ferguson said that the city is 
looking forward to the year 2000 
as a celebration, not as a catastro- 
phe. He urged everyone to work 
jot tly to preparé and share re- 
sources. He suggested that only 
ordinary everyday precautions be 
taken. He suggested that every 
house have flashlights, with spare 
batteries and bulbs, some canned 
food, and some water. He closed 
by. saying that it would be wise to

“Miller suggests stocking a one 
to two month supply of staple 
foods. He recommends following 
the Red Cross guidelines for food 
and water storage.

Keep up 
with the news.”

the Co-op there will be plenty of 
food on hand at all times. He also 
said the membership system and 
ATMs are Y2K complaint. 

Ferguson said to beware of 
scams in times of stress. 

A question was raised about 
autopayments such as Social Secu- 
rity. Yvette King responded that 
the Social Security Administration 
gets an “A” grade; they are 90 to 
95% compliant at present. Jones 
said the Maryland state emergency 
managers are working on banking 
problems. Only one bank in the 
State is not compliant, but for ethi- 
cal reasons, he could not say 
which bank. 

Jones and others cautioned 
against using candles or kerosene 
or charcoal heaters, because of the 
danger of fire and carbon monox- 
ide poisoning. 

Haupt recommended getting 
manufacturer’s information about 
medical and other equipment to 
make sure it is Y2K compliant. 

Kane closed the meeting by 
saying that the Y2K problem is se- 
rious but manageable. It will re- 
quire teamwork and innovation. 
He encouraged everyone to get in- 
volved.

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GHI Seeking Candidates 
For Board, Committees

The Greenbelt Homes Inc. an- 
nual meeting is less than a month 
away and the Nominations and 
Elections Committee is hard at 
work planning for the upcoming 
election. Banners announcing the 
meeting are ready to be stretched 
over Crescent Road _ and 
Southway. 

The annual meeting is sched- 
uled for Thursday, May 20 and 
will be held in the Greenbelt 
Community Center. The election 
of GHI officers follows the end 
of the meeting and polls will re- 
main open on Friday, May 21 
from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. at the 
Community Center. 

Candidates Needed 

The Nominations and Elec- 
tions Committee is particularly 
concerned that there are enough 
candidates to fill all the vacant 
positions and, if possible, to give 
members a choice of candidates 
to fill all the vacant positions. 
There are a number of issues that 
may be either discussed at the 
annual meetésmg or be on the 
agenda for the GHI Board in the 
coming year, such as yard in- 
spections, unapproved subleases, 
the payoff of the rehab loan in 
the next couple of years, and the 
report of the investment commit- 
tee. Several maintenance issues 
could be worth an impassioned 
query from the floor including 
roof replacements, playground 
improvements and renovation of 
the GHI administration building. 
The results of the Historic Dis- 
trict Referendum will be an- 
nounced at the anntal meeting. 
Every year can bring up unex- 
pected challenges and the mem- 
bership will depend on the 


elected members to make sound 
decisions. For these reasons it is 
important that the membership 
take part in the annual meeting 
and election. 

Low Membership Participation 

Historically only about 12% of 
GHI members decide major is- 
sues and take an active role in 
governing the Corporation. 
Sheila Alpers, departing chair of 
the Nominations and Elections 
Committee, points out that less 
than 200 people usually attend 
the Annual Meeting or vote, al- 
though absentee ballots and proxy 
forms are available for those un- 
able to vote in person. 

Although it is too early to say 
for sure who is running and who 
isn’t (only one of the 13 incum- 
bents has submitted paperwork 
for the election), ‘some early re- 
ports indicate that there will 
likely be some vacancies to be 
filled in the May 20 - 21 elec- 
tion. Five of the nine members 
of the board will have to decide 
whether or not to run for reelec- 
tion since their terms expire this

year, including President Keith 
Jahoda, Julia Eichhorst, Chuck 
Hess, Betty Deitch and Susan 
Ready. All three audit committee 
positions are up for election; 
Sylvia Lewis and Hopi Auerbach 
plan to run again, Deborah 
Cooley, chairperson of the Audit 
Committee for the past year, is 
undecided. The Nominations and 
Elections Committee will have at 
least one vacancy since Sheila 
Alpers does not plan to run for 
reelection. 

Although letters soliciting can- 
didacy were sent to members 
who had been active in GHI in 
the past, any member ts eligible 
to run. The Nominations and 
Elections Committee encourages 
anyone with an interest in the 
governance of GHI to visit the 
GHI Member Relations office 
and fill out a Candidate Consent 
Form. The deadline is May 3. 


There will be an early oppor-- 


tunity to meet the candidates for 
the Board, Audit and Nomina- 
tions & Election Committees at 
the “Candidates Night” on Tues- 
day, May 11, at 7:30 p.m. in the 
City Council Chamber of the 
Greenbelt Municipal Building. It 
will also be televised on 
Greenbelt’s cable channel, B-10.

Police Chief Summarizes 
And Interprets Crime Data 


by Chief James Craze, 
Greenbelt Police Department 

(The following comments 
about police and crime activities 
during 1998, which were made 
by Greenbelt Police Chief James 
Craze, are included in the Fiscal 
Year 2000 budget document sub- 
mitted by City Manager Michael 
P. McLaughlin to the City Coun- 
cil. The Part I offenses referred 
to by the chief is a statistical cat- 
egory for reporting used by po- 
lice jurisdictions throughout the 
nation to report the more serious 
criminal offenses — murder, rape, 
robbery, assault, burglary {break- 
ing and entering), theft and mo- 
tor vehicle theft.) 

The nature of crime in 
Greenbelt remained somewhat 
stable in 1998, showing a small 
increase of 2.5% in reported Part 
I offenses. Auto theft, up 25% 
from 199 in 1997 to 248 in 1998, 
accounted for the general rise in 
the number of reported crimes. 
The other six Part I categories 
were statistically unremarkable. 

In 1997, the most recent. state- 
wide data available, the crime 
rate for Maryland was 5.9 victims 
for every 1,000 population. The 
rate in Greenbelt was 8.0 per 
1,000 while the rate in Prince 
George’s County was 6.9 per 
1,000. In layman’s terms, -the 
rate of crime in Greenbelt is 
greater than that of the state or 
county. Closer inspection of the 
data, however, shows that com- 
munities outside the Beltway in 
Prince George’s County have a 
lesser crime rate while those in- 
side have a greater one. 
Greenbelt’s, rate of-crime. is lower 


‘ than its closest_neighbors. of Col- 


lege Park and Riverdale Park. In 
fact, -Greenbelt’s rate sits virtually 
in the middle of all municipalities 
within the county. 
Clearances © 

Once again in 1998, the Police 
Department had a very high 
clearance rate of 31% for cases 
investigated. A crime is cleared 
when the police have identified 
the offender, have evidence to 
charge him or her and actually 
take the offender into custody. 
Solutions of crime are also re- 
corded in exceptional instances 
where some element beyond po- 


lice control precludes formal 
charges against the offender, such 
as a victim’s refusal to prosecute 
or local prosecution is declined 
because the subject is being pros- 
ecuted elsewhere for a crime 
committed in that jurisdiction. 
The arrest of one person can 
clear several crimes or several 
persons may be arrested in the 
process of solving one crime. 

Maryland’s law enforcement 
agencies cleared 23% of all the 
cases reported to them. In Prince 
George’s County, that figure was 
14%. By comparison Greenbelt 
fares very well. 

The Police Department re- 
sponded to 26,717 calls for ser- 
vice in 1998, an increase of 4%. 
Police reports were down 23% to 
9,331. 1998 was the first full 
year of operation of the Prince 
George’s County Department of 
Corrections’ Central Processing 
Facility in Hyattsville. Police of- 
ficers from all jurisdictions now 
take their prisoners to the Central 
Processing Facility for booking. 
The centralized regional booking 
concept has reduced an officer’s 
time off of the street with an ar- 
rest from an average of three 
hours to approximately one hour. 
The process has also reduced the 
number of reports generated. 

Arrests 

One 
(1,053) adults were taken into 
custody for violation of the state 
and local laws, a decrease of 
7.5%. Juvenile arrests, 447, were 
down by 15%, reflective of a 
statewide trend that shows a 2% 
decrease. 


crimes committed in Greenbelt 
were Prince George’s County resi- 
dents, a figure that mirrors 1997. 
Greenbelt residents accounted for 
35% of the total. Out of state 
residents accounted for 12%, state 
residents 6% and the remaining 
1% had no fixed address. Of 
those arrested, 73% were African- 
American, 23% white, 3% His- 
panic and 1% Asian. 

Geographically, 54% of re- 
ported crime occurred in Greenbelt 
West, 26% in Greenbelt East and 
the remaining 20% in Historic 
Greenbelt.

A public hearing was held on 
Wednesday, April 14 for citizens 
‘to voice their concerns about the 
local bus service coming to 
Greenbelt this spring. Chief of 
Transit Division for the Depart- 
ment of Public Works and Trans- 
portation. (DPWT), James 
Raszewski, and staff heard a ma- 
jority of suggestions for Lakeside 
Drive and Lastner Lane included 
in proposed Routes 14 and 15M. 
Decisions on altering the routes 
will be made after all sugges- 
tions, both voiced at the hearing 
and previously submitted, have 
been reviewed. 

DPWT already took sugges- 
tions from council and local resi- 
dents at-a February worksession 
to better serve Springhill Lake. 
Newly proposed Route 11 will 
serve Greenbelt Station,: the 
Courthouse, Capital Office Park, 
Springhill Drive, Springhill Lane, 
Breezewood Drive, and Beltway 
Plaza. 

Concerns 

Resident of Lakeside Drive, 
Mike Desch, commented on the 
safety of a road not wide enough 
to support routine bus traffic. 
The curved street limits sight 
distance as it is, and has no side- 
walks for pedestrians. Therefore, 
all traffic is in the street. Desch 
claimed that Lakeside Drive has 
“no transit dependent residents.” 
He referred to the present plan 
as a “fiscal irresponsibility” and 
suggested restricting the routes to 
Greenbelt’s major ‘arteries.’ 

Raszewski explained that 
Lakeside Drive will not be one 
of the streets served by TheBus 
after Steve and Erica Johns of 
_ Lakeside Drive and Jeanie Smith 
of Pinecrest Court also spoke in 
favor of dropping the street from 
the route. Raszewski explained 
to Council in the previous 
worksession that TheBus will not 
go where it is not wanted or 
needed. 

Long-time bus rider, Fred 
Gasper of Village Park Drive 
made several suggestions for 
Routes 14 and 15/15M. Gasper 
‘ feels the service would be made

more effective by providing ac- 
cess to New Carrollton Metro 
Station. He would like to see 
more coverage on Route 15 for 
Doctors Hospital and the College 
Bible School in Lanham. 
Gasper emphasized the hazard of 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
students crossing an eight-lane 
highway to get to school and 
suggested shifting Route 15’s 
heavy coverage of Greenbelt 
Road elsewhere. 

Lastner Lane resident, Sandra 
Fieri, questioned the need for 
more transit service on her 
street. She cited her neighbor- 
hood as a quiet area several 
years ago, but now “it’s a whole 
different story.” There is consid- 
erably more noise and air pollu- 
tion, she said. With a new el- 
ementary school around the cor- 
ner and University of Maryland 
shuttle buses running by, Fieri 
does not look.forward to the ad- 
dition of another bus service on 
her street. She claimed, “most 
[Lastner Lane] residents don’t 
need it.” 

Michael Hess, also of Lastner 
Lane, does not feel it should be 
“turned into a thru-road.” He 
feels the area would be seriously 
over-served and would like to 
see TheBus concentrate service 
to major routes. 

Suggestions 

Grateful to Prince George’s 
County for this service, Suzanne 
Krofchik of Northway only had 
a few suggestions to make. 
“Unfortunately,” Krofchik said, 
“I don’t think I can use 14 or 15 
because that would require my 
walking about 1/2 mile to get to 
the route.” She wondered about 
the number of riders who may 
be old or have physical problems 
and gave Raszewski suggestions 
on how to bring TheBus a bit 


‘more into the neighborhood so 


that it would be closer to more 
people. 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
of Ridge Road would like the 
local bus to have the most con- 
venient pick up/drop off location 
(closest to the entrance) at the 
Greenbelt Metro Station.

Turnbull suggested Route 15 also 
run in the opposite direction on 
Ridge Road, preventing Green 
Ridge residents and Roosevelt 
students from having to cross the 
street. He would like to see a 
bus system so well integrated 
with metro that riders would -not 


have to memorize a bus sched- . | 


ule. 

Ed Putens, city council mem- 
ber, and Sheldon Goldberg, chair- 
person of Greenbelt East Advi- 
sory Committee (GEAC), 
strongly suggested that Route 15, 
covering Greenbelt East, be put 
in before the other two routes. 
Goldberg stressed the uncertainty 
of supplemental funding for the 
implementation of a third route. 
Putens believes it best to first 
provide service to those who are 
lacking it. 

Gratitude 

Mayor Judith Davis thanked 
Raszewski and DPWT staff for 
taking the time to have the hear- 
ing and being receptive to 
“tweaking” the routes. This is 
year two of a five-year plan to 
implement local bus service in 
Prince George’s County. Davis 
is pleased with the formulating 
results, but would like Routes 15/ 
15M to do a more adequate job 
of covering Greenbelt East. 

Raszewski said that it will 
take several weeks for a final set 
of recommendations to be pub- 
lished. Another public hearing 
may be in order “if changes to 
the proposed routes are in great 
magnitude.”

Good news: a large-scale study 
found that women suffer no lasting 
ill effects. from taking birth-control 
pills. Ten years after the pills were 
stopped health risks for women who 
had taken birth control pills were the 
same as those’ for women who'd 
never taken them. The British Medi- 
cal Journal noted. 

Researchers at the University of 
Chicago are testing a medicine to 
promote proper nighttime breathing 
for people with sleep apnes. It’s a 
synthetic version of adenosine, a 
natural chemical. 

Some studies suggest a correlation 
between hypertension and 
Alzheilmer's disease. Treatment 
with biood-pressure-lowering drugs 
seems to prevent this brain dam- 
age, according to a study in Lan- 
cet. Further confirmation is needed. 


Instead of insulin shots, diabetics 
may someday be able to take a pill. 
Researchers at Purdue University in 
Indiana are working on a gel that 
protects the insulin against stomach | 
enzyme as until it arrives safely in 
the small intestine. .
